revolver into his face and said, " You want 
some of it, too, do you ? Another word, aud 
I'll blow your brains out, too.”

monished both of them not to make another 
motion, or he would shoot instantly.

were confined in a narrow portion of the 
tunnel aud entirely incapable of eeif defense. 
Considering discretion the better part of 
valor. W illiams beat a hasty retreat to the 
mouth of the tunnel under cover of W alters’ 
revolver. 
A fter giving W alters his time, 
W illiams sent immediately to this c ity for a 
w arrant for his arrest. Deputy Sheriff’ Wool- 
ery went out on the afternoon train to serve 
the same.

BUHOME ANO VOORHEES. 
Thu discreditable Senate situation con­ 
tinues to bring forth fruits after its kind. 
From day to day the demoralizition has 
proceeded steadily, uutil the country is 
disgusted by bear garden scenes, rejur- 
rections of all the foulest political jobs, 
episodes of abuse and s waslibucklerdeclama- 
tion, and in short anything and every­ 
thing hut decent aud statesmanlike con­ 
duct. The last (¡uarrel, between Senators 
Mahone and Voorhees, was of a piece 
with the re3t. It is not at all necessary to 
discus* it in detail, for it was in no par­ 
ticular above the plane of a pot-bou3e row. 
There was indeed an almost grotesquc- 
tlavor of the old time of “ chivalry ” 
about its conclusion, and some oxcitablo 
people even predicted that the Senators 
would fight a duel. But there appears 
to be no danger of that consum­ 
mation being reached. Iu these days 
politicians will stand a good deal of 
vituperation with comparative philosophy, 
and it is certainly better so than that they 
should resort to murder as a means of vin­ 
dication. 
The whole Mahone business 
however is productive of nothing but mis­ 
chief. It has long been apparent that the 
Ki publican Senators had made a fatal 
blunder in trafficking with the Virginia 
Repud¡ator And turncoat. Had their pur­ 
pose lieen in any way a respectable one the 
country might not have viewed the pro­ 
ceeding so severely, but when it is consid­ 
ered that all this humiliation and degrada­ 
tion has been incurred for the sake of 
fixing an indelible insult upon the He pub 
•can party of California, not to speak of 
tile rr-i-utt upon the national party of 
putting such a man as fJorliam in a post of 
honor and responsibility, the whole inci­ 
dent seems fatuous and perverse in the 
extreme. No caucus will reconcile Cali­ 
fornia to any such proceeding, and this the 
Washington politicians will he made to 
realize hereafter. 
TEE ATTACK ON THE DEBRIS BILL. 
The sagacity of the poisons who are try­ 
ing to get the Drainage Act declared un­ 
constitutional docs not keep pace with 
their activity. Thus far they have done 
nothing hut blunder iu their legal pro­ 
ceedings. 
On Saturday the Supreme 
Court, evidently with very great re­ 
luctance, refrained from dismissing their 
petition on the spot, but did not hesitate 
to make it apparent that the mind of the 
Court was made up on the impropriety of 
the recourse sought. The Judges in fact 
intimated their desire to dismiss the pro­ 
ceedings then and there, aud one of them 
administered a sharp rebuke to the coun­ 
sel for the petitioners for asking the Court 
to allow them a license which they had no 
right whatever to demand or expect. The 
absurdity and impudence of their procedure 
indeed fitly match the blind irrationality 
of this whole assault upon the Drainage 
Act. They have actually asked the Su­ 
preme Court to issue a mandamus com­ 
pelling the State Treasurer to do what no 
law in existence empowers him to do ; in 
effect commanding him to violate the law 
he is under heavy bonds to administer 
faithfully. This is the second blander of 
the petitioners. They began by approach­ 
ing the Court after so fantastic a fashion 
that the moment the hearing of the case 
came on thoy found themselves without 
any standing gronud, and they were obliged 
to beg for more time, and thou to change 
the whole plan of their attack. The sec­ 
ond [dan, however, is even more prepos­ 
terous than tho first, and ws are not sur­ 
prised that the Supreme Court should have 
become impatient at such trifling. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF THE ASSEMBLY. 
For some lime past there have been 
rumors to the effect that a difficulty might 
be apprehended at the opening of the 
extra session of the State Legislature, over 
the question of organization. It was al­ 
leged that there waa uncertainty as to 
whether the officers of the Legislature who 
served during the regular session should 
serve again, or whether it would be neces­ 
sary to reorganize that assemblage. These 
rumors have even gone the length of as­ 
serting that Speaker Parks believed in the 
necessity of a new organization, and as 
that gentleman is well known to be an 
accomplished parliamentarian, this report 
has seemed to give some importance to a 
proposition which otherwise would cer­ 
tainly have nothing to support it. The 
fact is, however, that Mr. Parks lias never 
authorized any such statement as has been 
ascribed to him, he holding, as every man 
must who has any acquaintance with par­ 
liamentary law and practice, that the case 
is in no sense an open one, the permanence 
of the original organization being as well 
assured as precedent and law can make it. 
The highest authority on cognate sub­ 
jects is Cushing’s “ Elements of Law and 
“ Practice of Legislative Assemblies in the 
‘‘United States.” From this work the 
following citations, which cover the whole 
ground, are taken: 
“ Unless otherwise 
“ specified the electionorappointmcntfof of- 
‘ ‘ ficera of legislative bodies) ia for the whole 
“ period of the legislative existence of the 
“ body by which it takes place, or until 
“ the death, resignation, or removal from 
“ office of any one of the officers thereby 
“ appointed.” (Section 2S3 ) And again, 
(Section 290): “ The office must be per- 
“ manent, not only to avoid the inconveni- 
“ ence of frequent elections, but because 
“ its duties will be more likely to be well 
“ performed by a permanent than by a 
“ temporary officer. * 
* The Speaker 
“ of the House of Commons accordingly 
“ holds his office during the whole term 
“ of the Parliament to which he is elected 
“ a member, and in this country the pre­ 
sid in g officers of our legislative asseni- 
“ hlies hold their offices to tho end of the 
“ term for which their respective Legisla- 
S ures have been elected, notwithstand­ 
in g any adjournment or prorogation that 
“ may take place in the meantime.” 
This authority is conclusive on the ques­ 
tion ; but in fact there is not, and never 
has been, any reason for doubt as to the 
subject. There are no instances on record 
of a contrary proposition. The English 
House of Commons, our own Congress, and 
all our State Legislatures, have uniformly 
held to the common sense doctrine stated 
by Cushing. The American Cyclopedia, 
in the article “ Speaker,” summarizes the 
law and practice on this head in similar 
terms. After describing the English prac­ 
tice, it says: “ The House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States elects its 
“ own Speaker at the first session of each 
"Congress, who holds office until the 
“ meeting of the next Congress; and in 
“ the State Legislatures an analogous prac­ 
tic e prevails.” 
\Vc do not know how the idea arose that 
there was any difficulty in regard to oi^an- 
ization. but it is very evident that those 
who suggested it had neglected to inform 
themselves properly on the subject. All 
the officers of the Legislature, appointees 
included, hold over as a matter of course, 
aud all the committees are equally per­ 
manent. 
The Legislature when called 
‘ogether in extraordinary session, proceeds 
precisely as though it had adjourned the 
day before. It has nothing to do hut to 
proceed with the business placed before 
it. It is complete iu its organization, and 
its adjournment at the close of the regular 
session has had no effect upon its mr- 
chinery. Such machinery, when created, 
is created to last during the whole of the 
term for which the Legislature itself exists. 
Of course the Legislature possesses the 
power to alter its own organization. It 
may remove its own appointees, and put 
otheis iu their places, hut it is assuredly 
not called upon to do anything of this 
kind, aud since its political and gencrsl 
complexion has undergone no change, the 
rational presumption must be that it will 
not propose any changes of the kind. 
It would seem to have been imagined 
! y those who started this notion of reor­ 
ganization, that an extra session in some 
mysterious way involved the introduction 
of new conditions to the Legislature. It 
must be realized that when a Legislature 
is elected it is elected for a definite term of 
years, and that during the whole of that 
term every member of it continues to be a 
legislator, whether the body to which he 
belongs is in session or not. Adjournment 
sine ilie is not, as some evidently suppose, 
equivalent to dissolution. It is merely 
adjournment without fixing a date for re­ 
assembling. It was the practice of the 
Supreme Ccurt of this State for many 
years to adjourn *ine die, tu t no one ever 
supposed that by so doing the Court dis­ 
solved itself finally. The plain fact is 
that there is no warrant for the least 
doubt as to the permanence of the legis­ 
lative organization. All the officers hold 
to the end of the legislative term, and 
consequently they are always liable to he 
called up for duty in the event of an extra 
session. We havo thought it desirable to 
state the case as fully as possible in this 
regard, loeeause the work before the Legis­ 
lature ought not to he delayed or prot-act­ 
ed by any frivolous or merely dilatory 
movements, and because it would be alto­ 
gether inexcusable for any members of the 
legislature to raise a question of the kind 
referred to, in the face of the unanimous 
and perfectly unambiguous agreement of 
the parliamentary authorities in the prem­ 
ises. We trust that the Legislature will 
get to work to day without any delay, and 
that it will complete its task in as short a 
time as possible.

THE CASE OF THE ORPHANS. 
A question has been raised as to whether 
the Legislature can make appropriations for 
the support of the orphan asylums, under 
the conditions of the Governor’s proclama­ 
tion. This is undoubtedly an important 
question, and examination shows that it is 
not an easy one. The Governor’s procla­ 
mation recites as one of the objects of the 
extra session, “ To enact a General Appro- 
“ priation bill, which shall contain no 
“ item or items of appropriation other than 
“ such as are required to pay the salaries 
“ of State officers, the expenses of the 
“ Government and of the institutions un- 
“ der the exclusive control and maaago- 
“ mcnt of tho State, for the thirty-third 
“ and thirty-fourth fiscal years.” To un­ 
derstand the meaning of this fully it is 
necessary to refer to the Constitution, 
Article 4, Section 22, where it is provided 
that "N o money shall ho drawn from 
“ the treasury but iu consequence of ap- 
“ propriations made by law, and upon 
“ warrants duly drawn thereon by the 
“ Controller ; and no money shall be 
“ appropriated or drawn from the Slate 
“ treasury for the use or benefit of any cor- 
‘ poration, association, asylum, hospital, 
“ or any other institution not under the 
“ exclusive management and control of the 


“ State aB a State institution, nor shall any 
“ grant or donation of property ever he 
"made thereto by tho State; provided, 
“ that notwithstanding anything contaim d 
“ in this or any other section of theConeti- 
“ tution, the Legislature shall have power 
“ to grant aid to institutions conducted tor 
“ the support and maintenance of minor 
“ orphans, or half orphans, or abandoned 
“ children, cr aged persons in indigent cir­ 
cum stances—such aid to be granted by a 
“ uniform rule, and proportioned to the 
“ number of inmates of each respective in- 
“ stitution.” This prox-ision clearly al­ 
lows the Legislature in its regular session 
to provide for the support of orphans. But 
the question is whether under the terms of 
the Governor’s proclamation, which ex­ 
pressly prohibits appropriations for any in­ 
stitution not “ under the exclusive manage- 
“ ment and control of the State,” it will he 
possible to make such appropriation. 
We understand that Governor Perkins 
himself regards the language of the procla- 
tion as imposing no restraint upon legisla­ 
tive action in the premises. There can be 
no doubt that it would be a serious misfor­ 
tune it the orphans of the State failed 
through any misapprehension to receive 
their usual aid from the Treasury. But the 
language of the Governor’s proclamation 
appears to be very plain, and though the 
constitutional provision is more than or­ 
dinarily confused and entangled, it is diffi­ 
cult to see how the obstacle which has 
been unintentionally placed in the way of 
all assistance to the orphans, can be re­ 
moved. It has been suggested that the 
first proviso of Section 22, Article -4, of the 
Constitution, may be so interpreted as to 
clear the ground ; hut unfortunately it is 
scarcely possible to make it appear that the 
orphan asylums are capable of being re­ 
garded as “ institutions under the exclu- 
“ sive control and management of the 
“ State.” 
For though the Legislature 
may be empowered to make appropriation 
for the orphans by virtue of the constitu­ 
tional exception, at its regular sessions, it 
does not follow that the constitutional 
exception will enable it to disregard the 
clear and specific terms of the Governor’s 
proclamation. If it could do so in this 
case it conld do so in other cases, and 
then the constitutional provision giving 
the Executive authority to limit the legis­ 
lation of the extra session, could be nulli­ 
fied. In short the difficulty appears to us 
to be a serious one. 
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GREAT BRITAIN.

D ublin, April 3d.—At a meeting at 
Clough, County Kilkenny, to-day, Dillon 
read a telegram from Ballaghadoyne about 
an affray there yesterday, stating that the 
police had tired on the people without provo­ 
cation.

D ublin, April 4th—a. m.—The details of 
the riot at Ballyhadoyne Saturday are as fol­ 
lows : The people attacked the police, who 
were obliged to fire in self-defense.

A IU-liill Exploring Expedition Annihi­ 
lated. 
A lgiers, April 2d.—Four natives belong­ 
ing to Colonel Flathois’ mission of explora­ 
tion for the Trans-Sahara Railway arrived at 
Onargla on Monday lost, bringing details of 
the almost complete annihilation of the expe­ 
dition by the natives. They report that the 
expedition was surprised, aud Colonel Flat­ 
hois and nearly all his followers killed. One 
of the members named Dianons, with a sub­ 
sistence officer named Polequin and 61 men, 
escaped, but were subsequently overtaken by 
another tribe, who declared they had no 
share in the massacre. The tribe offered the 
fugitives some dates, hut the fruit was poi­ 
soned and Dianons and 28 men died after 
partaking of it. Polequin, with 30 men, 
continued the retreat, but were surrounded 
by hostile tribes. Polequin then dispatched 
the above-mentioned four natives to Onargla. 
On their arrival succor was immediately dis­ 
patched to the remnant of the expedition. 
Little hope, however, is entertained of their 
relief, and when the messengers left they were 
closely l>eset and illy supplied with food and 
ammunition.

In 
discussing the situation at length Jorgersen, 
who is a Republican, said the Readjusters 
will not be able to carry the State or the 
next Legislature without the united and en­ 
thusiastic support of the Republican party 
in Virginia, for the reason that General Ma­ 
hone, hy his course in the Senate, has alien­ 
ated thousands of Democratic Readjusters. 
He probably iu the next State election will 
be able to control 15.000 or 20,000 of that 
vote, which, with the united support of the 
Republicans, would give him the State and 
Legislature that elects a successor to Senator 
Johnston.

leave them again where they were in 1879, 
when, through his influence and money, Gil­ 
bert S. Walker was nominated by the bolters 
from the Republican Convention. The Ad­ 
ministration and Republican Senators, in 
giving General Mahone support and counte­ 
nance, as they have done, have caused such 
divisions iu the Republican rauks in Vir­ 
ginia that it will be difficult to hold the rank 
and file together for a straight ticket. If 
Mahone is as wise as a great political leader 
should be, he will take such a course as will 
sain the united support of the Republicans of 
Virginia, without which he is doomed to 
failure. The smallness of the vote will prove 
how rnnch weakened he has become through 
his assaults upon the Bourbon Democrats. 
If he should boldly and openly proclaim him­ 
self a Republican the result would be a new 
departure in the South, and the building up 
of a new party, of which he would be the ac­ 
knowledged leader, the only trouble being 
the debt question.

ALRIAL NAVIGATION. 
[San Francisco Examiner, April 3d.] 
That the results of one hundred years’ 
experimenting with air-ships have culmi­ 
nated iu the correct theory for the con­ 
struction of a vessel which can overcome 
the attraction of gravitation and float in 
the air, is certainly the belief of the incor­ 
porators of the Aerial Steam Navigation 
Company. Upon Wednesday next they 
hold a business meeting at the office of the 
News Letter, the senior proprietor of which 
is the inventor of the machine which has 
inspired this confidence. The details of its 
construction are not yet made known, but 
it is known that it will he cylindrical in 
form, with a long, sharp prow and an im­ 
mense fan wheel, one whirl of which will 
turn the vessel completely around, the pro­ 
pelling power to be manual labor. As the 
same shaped vessel has been tried number­ 
less times and found perfect in everything, 
except that it would not float, something 
new is expected in the mechanism of this 
air-ship. It is proposed to Dame the first 
vessel Leland Stanford, that gentleman be­ 
ing reported as believing in the scheme. 
E lward Jackson is the Secretary of the 
company, and Augustus Laver is the con­ 
sulting engineer.
